A BARRY drugs 
dealer has been 
jailed for three 
and a half years, 
writes Tony 
Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Connor 
Caton had been seen 
acting suspiciously 
outside a club in the 
town, had been chased 
by the police and when 
caught was found in 
possession of cocaine 
and cannabis. 

Caton (24) of 
Dorothy Close 


admitted possessing 
the drugs with intent 
and offering to supply 
cannabis. 

Judge Tracey Lloyd- 
Clarke said the only 
sentence she could pass 
was one of immediate 
imprisonment. 

Prosecutor Eugene 
Egan said that in the 
early hours of June 16 
last year, Caton was 
pursued by the police 
and when caught was 
found to have four 
deals of cocaine worth 
£200, and when his

home was searched, 
they found cannabis 
worth £100, an amount 
of cash and white cut¬ 
ting powder. 

His mobile phone 
was analysed and there 
was evidence he had 
been dealing. 

One man said he had 
wanted £160 worth of 
drugs ‘on tick’. 

There were also 
several texts relating to 
cannabis. 

His counsel Hash 
Salman urged that he 
receive a non-custodial 
sentence. 

“He deserves credit 
for his guilty plea at the 
first opportunity and he 
is young. 

“There are no pre¬ 
vious convictions for 
drugs offending and 
since the offence his 
life has turned around. 

There was in this 
case a significant delay 
and he has a stable 
relationship.”

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Men jailed after man 


robbed in Barry 


THREE men 
have started jail 
terms for robbing 
a man in Barry. 

Tyler Partridge (25), 
Leighton Drew (27) and 
Kyle Richards (28) all of 
Barry, were charged with 
robbery and appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
June 27 for sentencing. 

Kyle Richards was 
also charged with pos¬ 
session of an offensive 
weapon - a machete. 

All pleaded guilty at a 
previous hearing. Drew 
and Partridge received 
four-and-a-half years 
in jail, while Richards 
received a five-and-a- 
half year sentence. 

The charges relate to a 
robbery which took place 
in Everard Street in the 
town on May 15. 

The victim, a 39-year- 
old man, was walking 
with his friend when he 
was approached by the 
three defendants. 



One of the defendants 
grabbed him by his neck 
and dragged him to the 
floor and demanded that 
he hand over money. 

The defendants stole 
cash, a house key, 
tobacco and a mobile 
from the victim’s 
pockets. 

The machete caused a 
laceration to the victim’s 


hand, which required 
hospital treatment. 

Armed police were 
deployed to ensure the 
safety of the public and 
officers in the area. 

The three defendants 
were quickly arrested 
near to the wooded area 
of Gladstone Road. 

Detective Inspector 


Simon Morgan of Barry 
CID said: “I would like 
to thank members of 
the community for their 
actions in reporting this 
incident and assisting 
officers at the scene, this 
helped to ensure arrests 
were made as quickly as 
possible. 

“The positive response 
from the community 


throughout our investi¬ 
gation has been crucial in 
securing these sentences. 

“This incident could 
easily have resulted in 
more serious injuries 
with the use of a machete. 

“South Wales Police 
is committed to tack¬ 
ling knife crime and 
robustly dealing with 
those involved in such 
criminality. 

“We hope these sen¬ 
tences send out a strong 
message to anyone con¬ 
sidering carrying or using 
a knife or other offensive 
weapons for criminal 
purposes to think of the 
consequences. 

“We would urge 
anyone with any infor¬ 
mation regarding the use 
or carrying of knives 
to contact us via 101 
or call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

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Vale Council hopes to assess key 
train tunnel - if fundsingallows 


Tougher prison sentences for 
those abusing animals 


THE Vale Council 
will assess the 
stability of a local 
railway tunnel in 
relation to a Dinas 
Powys bypass 
- if costs allow. 

Dinas Powys com¬ 
munity councillors told 
The GEM they were 
concerned the 203-yard 
railway tunnel which 
goes under the Merrie 
Harrier junction is yet to 
be assessed by the Vale 
Council in connection to a 
potential bypass scheme. 

Cllr Richard Grigg 
said it was a fun¬ 
damental issue that 


should have been 
resolved some time ago. 

He said: “The 

Victorian tunnel was 
constructed around 1886 
to serve the coal trade 
from Cogan to Barry. 
We have heard a great 
deal about the need for 
additional funding to 
investigate the options. 
However, it seems 
the simplest question 
about the stability of 
the tunnel has not been 
adequately pursued.” 

Fellow Plaid 

Councillor Chris Franks 
emphasised: “This 

135-year structure is 
right under the path 


of any bypass. We all 
know that the railways 
rightly take a great deal 
of time to assess any 
proposals that affect 
their infrastructure.” 

Cllr Neil Moore, 
Leader of the new Vale 
Council administration, 
said it would be addressed 
if costs allowed further 
study: “We are currently 
awaiting cost projections 
for the latest round of 
assessment work into 
transport options for 
Dinas Powys. Should this 
work proceed, an evalua¬ 
tion into the stability of 
the tunnels would form 
part of the assessment.” 


RSPCA Cymru has welcomed 
Welsh Government action 
to deliver tougher prison 
sentences for the worst per¬ 
petrators of animal abuse. 

Lesley Griffiths, the Minister for 
Environment, Energy and Rural Affairs 
has announced that a legislative con¬ 
sent motion will be put forward, pav¬ 
ing the way for the relevant aspects of 
the Animal Welfare (Sentencing) Bill 
to apply to Wales as well as England. 

If passed, that motion would allow 
the maximum prison sentence for 
those convicted of animal abuse to rise 
tenfold - from six months to five years. 

RSPCA Cymru has urged all 
political groupings in the National 
Assembly for Wales to back 
the legislative consent motion. 


Under the plans, Assembly Members 
could be the first decision-makers 
to vote on the new Animal Welfare 
(Sentencing) Bill, and the first in 
mainland Britain to vote in favour 
of increasing the maximum prison 
sentences for those who abuse animals. 

Claire Lawson, RSPCA Cymru’s 
assistant director for external affairs 
said: “This announcement is great 
news for animals in Wales - and 
sends a real statement of intent. We 
know most people in Wales join us 
in being appalled by animal abuse, 
and these measures will ensure 
that courtrooms can hand-down far 
stricter sentences for those who are 
cruel to our fellow living creatures.”

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Summer sunshine for 
ramblers as they walk 
in two 


FOR their last two walks 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers were blessed with 
plenty of summer sunshine, 
firstly when 11 walkers 
joined Joy for an evening 
tramp around some of the 
beautiful native woodlands 
surrounding Porthkerry 
Country Park. 

Leaving the ruined Barry 
Castle, once a fortified manor 
house owned by the de Barry fam¬ 
ily, they descended via Fishpond 
Hill and stone steps leading into 
the wooded Cwm Barri, where 
a narrow uneven path led them 
uphill into the Four Fields. The 
trees planted in the meadows in 
2005 have matured into beautiful 
woodland and, passing pretty dog 
roses, they descended slippery 
pathways in the Millwood, cross¬ 
ing a footbridge over the Nant 
Talwg. 

Passing Derwen the fierce 
dragon that guards Fishpond 
Hill car park, they crossed Barry 
Brook into Cliffwood, and fol¬ 
lowed the brook towards the 



pebble beach. After hearing 1 
history of Porthkerry Viaduct and 
gazing at the views, a climb up the 
Golden Stairs brought them along 
a narrow path. Passing several 
iron Barry Railway Company 
boundary markers, they continued 
through Coed yr Odyn and back 
to their start. 

Geraint took his group of 
13 walkers and Biddy the dog 
on a journey through Clydach 
Vale Country Park situated on 
reclaimed land from the Cambrian 
Colliery, passing a huge lake and 
pretty waterfalls for the climb on 
undefined pathways beside the 
Nant Clydach to join forestry 
tracks. Pausing for morning break 
,they continued through Mynydd 
Ton Forest, where windbreaks cut 
into the wood allowed them views 
towards the central Beacons and 
Old Smokey or Tylorstown Tip 
near Llanwonno. Exiting from the 
forest, open moorland stretched in 
front of them and joining a rough 
path and turning south they made 
their way along the ridge to the 
trig point on Mynydd William 
Meyrick.

MAJOR expansion plans for a 
Welsh medium school in Barry 
have been approved. 

Ysgol Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg is 
to build a new design and technology 
block, a sports and IT block, a multi 
use games area with six tarmac courts 
and a 3G all-weather pitch. 

A new reception area and entrance 
block, a plant room and a new coach

drop off and pick up area are also 
included in the plans which would 
increase the capacity of the school by 
299 pupils. 

The 3G pitch would be able to 
open until 10pm and be available for 
community use. 

The plans, funded by the Welsh 
Government and the council’s 21st 
Century Schools Programme, were

unanimously approved by Vale 
Council’s planning committee on June 
26. 

The expansion will mean the capac¬ 
ity of Ysgol Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg 
will increase from the current level of 
1,361 pupils to 1,660 pupils, of which 
250 would be sixth form. There are 
currently 1,133 pupils at the school. 

Six neighbouring properties objected 


to the plans, raising concerns about 
noise and light pollution and traffic. 

Council officers said the floodlights 
from the pitch would be an acceptable 
distance from neighbouring homes, 
and that the impact on traffic would 
be outweighed by the need to expand 
the school.

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Cardiff Airport says it is 
making progress on 
cutting carbon emissions 


A RECENT external 
inspection of Cardiff 
Airport’s environmental 
credentials has revealed 
that since 2015/16 Cardiff 
Airport has been able to 
reduce carbon emissions by 
53 per cent, and in one 
year, emissions reduced by 
26 per cent. 

An airport spokesperson said: 
“These reductions are largely 
attributed to decreased electric¬ 
ity (-7 per cent in one year) and 
natural gas consumption (-29 
per cent in one year) across 
the airport site. One significant 
initiative has been the introduc¬ 
tion of LED lighting across the 
terminal and airfield. We have 
introduced electric vehicles to 
the operation, with a view to 
increasing the fleet further over 
the coming year.” 

Undertaken by Carbon 
Credentials, emissions were 
measured and reported in 
line with Cardiff Airport’s 


compliance with the CRC Energy 
Efficiency Scheme (CRC). This 
achievement underpins steps the 
team at Cardiff Airport have 
taken recently to create a more 
environmentally responsible 
customer experience. 

The spokesperson continued: 
“Our food and drink concessions 
have removed the use of plastic 
straws and three water fountains 
have been installed in the termi¬ 
nal so that customers can refill 
their reusable water containers 
before their flight and when they 
return. 

“The Airport recycles waste 
from all on site businesses in its 
own recycling hub and benefits 
from the onsite ‘Food Rocket’ 
for food waste which has cel¬ 
ebrated five years of use. The 
resulting compost is then used 
across the site. 

“Cardiff Airport also works 
closely with partners to influ¬ 
ence and drive environmental 
responsibility wherever pos¬ 
sible. Our air traffic control 


provider, NATS and airlines 
adopt procedures to ensure the 
most efficient descent paths are 
taken. Cardiff is ranked in the 
top five UK Airports for max¬ 
imising these types of operation. 
This aims to reduce both fuel 
and noise impacts which are fur¬ 
ther supported by airlines who 
take further steps to minimise 
emissions by using one engine 
on the taxiway.” 

Mark Bailey, Director 
of Airport Planning and 
Development: “Environmental 
awareness is an essential part 
of our training programme, and 
we are passionate about playing 
our part in responding to cli¬ 
mate change, and all this while 
passenger numbers continue to 
increase.” 

Cardiff Airport is part of the 
Airport Operators Association 
(AOA) Climate Change 

Adaptation Working Group and 
has also volunteered to report to 
DEFRA on climate change. 


Council initiative helps to reduce 
single-use plastics usage

FOLLOWING the recent installation of 
water bottle refill stations across the Vale, 
the Vale Council has teamed up with Bro 
Radio to provide reusable water bottles to 
volunteers. 

Bro Radio support the council’s summer events 
programme, Barry Island Weekenders, with the 
help of volunteers. Throughout this programme, 
volunteers are given bottles of water to keep them 
hydrated throughout the day. They calculated that 
they probably get through between 400-600 plastic 
bottles of water each summer and the council has 
donated 100 reusable water bottles to Bro Radio. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, Deputy Leader and cabinet 


member for regeneration and education, said: “For 
a local organisation largely run by volunteers to 
embrace the use of sustainable materials, instead of 
single-use plastics, will save money which is vital 
for a community radio station. The new refill points 
on the Island mean visitors can bring reusable bottles 
with them or buy them while they’re here and save 
money and the environment at the same time.” 

Nathan Spackman, operations director for Bro 
Radio, said: “After realising how much plastic we 
used in 2018 and with events every weekend, it 
made sense for us to work with the council to reduce 
our plastic waste and promote refill stations while 
we are on the Island, at parks and coastal resorts 
throughout the summer.”

TfL promises bigger and 
better Vale trains - in 2023 


TRANSPORT for Wales has 
told The GEM that by 2023 
it will be running trains on 
the Vale of Glamorgan line 
with a greater passenger 
capacity and more facilities. 

Last week The GEM ran 
a story in which Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John said he was 
concerned at congestion on the 
roads due to the number of houses 
being built in the western Vale. 

He said out that one way of 
reducing road use was to use rail 
services, but pointed out the ser¬ 
vice to Llantwit Major was hourly 
when it should be half hourly, and 
that commuters might have to wait 
until 2023 for the 30-minute service. 

In response, a Transport for Wales 
spokeswoman told The GEM that 
although there would be a wait, there 
would be a big increase in the number 
of passengers the trains could carry. 


She said: “The Vale of Glamorgan, 
including Llantwit Major, will be 
integrated into the South Wales 
Metro. By 2023 we’ll introduce 
tri-mode trains, which will run on 
electricity, battery and diesel power. 

“The total capacity will increase 
from a current maximum of 211, 
212 or 292, depending on the train, 
to 319 (three car) and 425 (four car). 

“As an improvement to current 
rolling stock, these trains will 
feature power sockets, electronic 
passenger information, air condi¬ 
tioning and more space for bicycles. 

“In December 2023, we will 
double the frequency of weekday 
services between Llantwit Major and 
Cardiff Central to two trains per 
hour. Sunday services will double to 
one train per hour in December 2024. 

“TfW’s plans are designed to be 
flexible and extendable and we ’ 11 con¬ 
tinue to explore all options to improve 
the service for our customers.”

Council announces 
road improvements 


A programme of 
investment into 
highway mainte¬ 
nance totalling just 
over £2.5m has been 
agreed by Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

The three year resur¬ 
facing plan approved by 
the Council’s cabinet 
on 01 July sets out a 
priority listing for roads 
in need of improvement 
throughout the Vale 
local highway network. 
In total some 114 roads 
are due to be resurfaced 
and 66 are due to receive 
preventative ‘micro-as¬ 
phalt’ or surface dressing 
treatments. 

Cllr Peter King, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: 
“Prosperity in the Vale of 
Glamorgan is very much 
dependent on an effective 
transport infrastructure. 
All the roads included 
in the plan have been 
assessed using a scoring 
system that ensure the 
roads in most need of 
attention, including some 
of the busiest roads used 
by Vale residents, will 
receive attention first. 


The priority list will then 
be reviewed annually to 
ensure we are always 
working to address resi¬ 
dents’ needs. 

“All of this is above 
and beyond the routine 
highway inspection and 
repair work that our 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport teams 
coordinate throughout 
the year. All residents 
can report potholes and 
other problems on our 
roads at any time using 
our website and priority 
cases will be filled within 
24 hours.” 

In addition to routine 
and emergency repairs 
the Council also fills 
potholes as part of its 
Big Fill scheme. Under 
the scheme residents can 
report potholes and the 
Council will fill these by 
undertaking additional 
work at weekends.

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Service veterans pay 
respects in Holland 


A GROUP of Vale service 
veterans from Group 
617 visited grave sites 
in Holland to pay their 
respects to members of the 
Dambuster raid, who flew 
the Lancasters to deliver 
that famous ‘bouncing 
bomb’ which targeted the 
dams in Germany on May 


16, 1943. 

One of those crew members 
who flew in AJ-A, a Barry boy, 
Sgt Gordon Yeo (21) did not 
come back from that dangerous 
mission. His Lancaster aircraft, 
piloted by Sqn Ldr ‘Dingy’ 
Young crashed in the sea just 
off Castricum aan Zee where a 
monument was erected, paid for 
by family members and local 
people in north Holland. 


The group, chairman Russ 
Kitely (ex-RAF), Geoff Horton 
(ex-RAF), John Glass (ex-Army) 
and Ash Hiscocks (ex-Para) 
visited the graves of Wg Cdr 
Guy Gibson VC and Sqn Ldr 
James Warwick, who led that 
raid and now rests in Steenburgen 
cemetery. 

During their stay they made 
a special visit to the gentleman 
and his son who have tended 


the graves regularly for some 55 
years as a mark of the respect, by 
the people of Holland. 

Ar nh em Bridge was yet 
another visit during the group’s 
stay, to see the location of the 
battle and the part the Parachute 
Regiment played defending it. 

Ash Hiscocks led the group. 
The trip renewed many friend¬ 
ships made in Holland over 
the seven years they have been 


visiting. It is due to the hard work 
and leadership of the chairman, 
Russ Kitely, that these visits have 
taken place. 

He has encouraged air cadets 
from 372 (Barry) ATC SQN to 
accompany the group to pass 
on the baton of keeping alive 
the memory of that famous 
Dambuster raid, to the next 
generation. 

Russ Kitely said that it was 


a very emotional experience 
to visit some of the grave sites 
of Dambuster crew members. 
President, Johnny Johnson, aged 
97, last surviving ‘Dambuster’, 
felt honoured, and full of praise 
for Group 617’s efforts to keep 
their memory alive.

Hopes for growth in UK electric 
car manufacturing 


ALUN Cairns says he is pleased with the 
progress that has been made in talks with 
potential new investors in the wake of 
Ford’s decision to close its engine plant at 
Bridgend. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP was facing 
questions in the Commons on the planned closure 
next year. He said he and the Welsh Government are 
working closely together in response to the closure 
decision and the threatened loss of 1,700 jobs. 

He said: “I am encouraged by the early discus¬ 
sions we have had with potential investors. I am 
extremely disappointed with Ford’s intention to 
close its Bridgend plant in 2020. 

@However, this bad news is not a reflection of 


the Welsh economy as a whole. The manufacturing 
sector is extremely important to the UK economy 
and Wales specifically. 

@There are 4,000 more manufacturing jobs in the 
Welsh economy now than there were this time last 
year, but that is not to undermine the importance of 
those Ford jobs.” 

Mr Caims said the UK’s industrial strategy has 
invested £1.5 billion in automotive research and 
development to ensure that it maximises the oppor¬ 
tunities of the shift from petrol and diesel engines to 
electric vehicles. 

He told MPs: “A demonstration of the success of 
that is that 20 per cent of electric vehicles sold in 
Europe are manufactured in the UK.”

Hensol Castle’s 
new Welsh gin

tillery is set to open 
at Hensol Castle 
this autumn.

The Vale Resort, told the 
meeting: “It’s making 
use of an unused base¬ 
ment built 10 years ago 
to house a spa which we 
no longer have any use 
for. 

“The castle needs to 
stand on its own two feet. 
It’s a £7m investment 
and there are 100 jobs 
at stake.” 

Mr Leeke added Visit 
Wales are supportive of 
the plans. Tours will be 
held at the new distillery. 

The distillery would 
create the equivalent of 
seven full-time jobs. 

Pendoylan 


Community Council 
objected to the plans, 
citing extra traffic but 
council planning officers 
say they expect no more 
than six deliveries being 
made to and from the 
distillery on a typical 
day, made during the 
same hours as the hotel’s 
deliveries. 

The decision was 
made following concerns 
raised by Cllr Michael 
Morgan about how 
quickly the application 
was being decided, as it 
was only lodged on May 
23. 

“People I’ve spoken to 
feel they have been left 


out of the process and 
not given a chance to be 
heard,” he said. 

Victoria Robinson, 
the council’s operational 
manager for develop¬ 
ment management told 
Cllr Morgan the statutory 
time needed for the con¬ 
sultation has expired. 

Mr Leeke said the rea¬ 
son for the urgency was 
because the distillery is 
an “integral part of the 
strategy for the castle”.

Police get cash to 
fight knife crime 


AN extra cash boost 
has been given to 
South Wales Police 
to help tackle knife 
crime. 

In May, The Home 
Office allocated £1.2 
million to the force in a 
bid to make the region 
safer. 

The money is being 
used to extend the ‘Op 
Sceptre’ knife crime 
team in Cardiff and 
create a new team in 
Swansea to focus on 
reducing knife crime 
on the streets of South 
Wales. 

Cash will also help 
fund preventative 
community-based work 
with young people, 
targeted operations and 
back-office functions 
to keep the Op Sceptre 
officers on the streets. 

Chief Constable of 
South Wales Police, 
Matt Jukes said: “Knife 
crime is an obvious 
concern to our commu¬ 
nities, particularly in 
our cities of Cardiff and 
Swansea. 

“The issues we face 
are significant - they 
may not be as great as 
some other cities, but 
they are tragedies for 
the families who are 
affected by terrible 
offences. 

“We have been really 
focused and 12 months 
ago that led me to bring 
about our new team, 
Operation Sceptre, 
focusing specifically on 
knife crime in Cardiff. 

“We are going to 
continue this activity 
where it’s needed 
most - but that is not 
particularly in our town 
and city centres, which 
actually by comparison 
with similar areas are 
incredibly safe across 
South Wales. 

“Knife crime levels 
have stabilised in the 
first half of this year 
compared to last, so we 
know we can make a 
difference.” 

The Op Sceptre 
Team, named after a 
national initiative led 
by the Metropolitan 
Police, was set up in 
the summer of 2018 
initially as a 12-month 
pilot to reduce knife 
crime and related 
offences in Cardiff. 

Within 12 months 
they have: 

• arrested 220 people 

• taken 90 weapons 
off the streets 


• seized more than 
£82k worth of drugs 
and £77.5k cash 

• conducted 758 stop 
searches 

• helped secure custo¬ 
dial sentences totalling 
22 years 3 months 

• Superintendent 
Wendy Gunney, the 
South Wales Police 
lead for knife crime, 
said: “We have found 
there is a clear link 
between knife crime 
and drug supply in 
Cardiff. County Lines 
have destabilised the 
local drugs market, 
raising the threat and 
risk among local drug 
dealers. 

“Our Op Sceptre 
Teams will be out there 
on the streets making 
it uncomfortable for 
anyone who matches 
the profile of those 
involved in knife crime 
and drugs.” 

County lines is when 
an organised crime 
group from an area such 
as London, Birmingham 
and Liverpool extends 
their drug dealing enter¬ 
prise across boundaries. 

They often use young 
people or vulnerable 
adults to deliver their 
drugs, coercing them 
with payment or gifts 
or by forcing them 
through intimidation 
and violence. 

The Home Office 
money will also go 
towards community 
work such as projects 
by Street Games and 
the Crimestoppers 
Fearless campaign to 
divert young people 
away from criminality. 

Supt Gunney added: 
“Families and com¬ 
munities can definitely 
play their part in 
helping to tackle knife 
crime. They can take 
responsibility for their 
children and young 
adults who are on the 
fringes of criminality. 

“If you have con¬ 
cerns or suspicions, 
please tell us so we 
can intervene and help 
divert them away from 
knife crime.”

BARRY Town’s hopes of 
UEFA Europa League pro¬ 
gress are very much alive, 
after Gavin Chesterfield’s 
proud team claimed a battling 
0-0 draw with Cliftonville 
in Thursday’s Preliminary 
Round first leg. 

Having stopped their Northern Irish 
opponents claiming a precious away 
goal, Barry go to north Belfast for 
this Thursday’s return leg knowing a 
score draw would see them through, 
with the winners of the tie to welcome 
Norwegian outfit FK Haugesund in 
the next round on Thursday, July 11. 

Despite FIFA pitch technicali¬ 
ties forcing the game to be moved 
from Jenner Park, the first leg with 
Cliftonville was seen as Barry’s 
biggest match in 16 years; a story¬ 
book return to the European stage 
and a ticketed crowd of 2,106 made 
their way to Leckwith Stadium, the 
most to attend a competitive Barry 
fixture since that fabled victory over 
Porto at Jenner Park in August 2001. 

Long-time favourite Gary Lloyd, 
who put the icing on the 3-1 win 
with Barry’s third goal that night, 
was among a host of former Town 
players in the bumper crowd in 
Leckwith, joining the likes of Gary 
Barnett, Richard Jones, Chris Fry and 
TJ Nagi in supporting their old club. 

When the visitors had chances in 
the first-half Barry goalkeeper Mike 
Lewis was consistently up to the 
challenge, stopping a shot with his 
feet, before Jonathan Hood’s dipping, 
zipping strike at the other end hastened 
the heartbeats of the travelling Irish. 

Cliftonville enjoyed the lion’s share 
of possession, but the regular European 
campaigners were largely reduced to 
a hatful of hopeful efforts from dis¬ 
tance, as Barry put the miles in on 
the lush grass surface to contain the 
Reds and keep the tie on an even keel. 

At one stage, Conor McMenamin’s 


shot hit the side netting, launching 
fleeting cheers from the Cliftonville 
faithful, who mistakenly believed their 
side had taken a valuable 1 -0 advantage. 

While winger Jack Compton 
had helped drive Barry forward in 
the first half, the newcomer was 
unable to find a clear route to the 
goalmouth manned by ex-Cov¬ 
entry shotstopper Richard Brush. 

Both Chris Hugh and Jordan Cotterill 
worked hard to make things happen, yet 
Cliftonville remained resilient across 
the park; though the introduction of 
Drew Fahiya as a substitute did cause 
them some problems in the latter stages. 

It was the energetic Fahiya who 
set up Cotterill with 17 minutes 
remaining, but the Barry captain 
put too much behind his effort, 
sending it high above Brush’s goal 
from the edge of the penalty area. 

There were a number of real posi¬ 
tives for manager Chesterfield to reflect 
on, as he prepares to take his squad to 
the second leg in Northern Ireland. 

A clean sheet for goalkeeper Lewis 
will certainly rank among them, with 
the likes of Clayton Green and Luke 
Cooper pitching in when needed to 
clear the team’s lines and debutant 
Luke Cummings starting out as he 
will mean to go on with a success¬ 
ful shut-out in Barry Town colours. 

With frontman Kayne McLaggon 
putting in one of his strongest shifts 
to date, 19-year old Evan Press won 
plaudits for a solid performance, while 
midfield general Robbie Patten helped 
steer the Town through a demanding 
fixture unscathed, knowing he has 
even better displays in his locker. 

Barry supporters are expected 
to travel in their numbers for the 
7.45pm kick-off at Solitude sta¬ 
dium on Thursday night (July 4).
